LOS ANGELES.—Here in Lés Angeles County we have jim-crow 
CCC camps. The relief officials tell you that the camps for Negroes 
are run just the same as those for the white boys, that the treatment 
is just as good and so on. Well, I want to tell you what happened at 
the CCC camp,1 was at, and you can judge for yourself whether: or 


not what they say is the truth. 


I was at la 
the Marshfield district. All the 
boys in this camp were Negroes. 
On Wednesday, Sept. 18, we were 
called out to fight a fire in the 
woods about 80 miles from camp. 
We got to the place where the 
fire was about 10 p. m.—having 
had a lot of trouble with the 
truck. At 10:30 p. m. they gave 
us “supper’—beans, grapes and 
coffee—all we'd had to eat since 
lunch-time. Then we went right 
out and fought fire until 7 a. m. 
the next morning. About 2 a. m. 
they gave us two sandwiches and 
apples. 


No. Time Off for Negroes. 

At 7 they gave us leave 
to go back as the fire was under 
control. One hundred white boys 
came to relieve us. There had been 
only 26 ‘Negro boys fighting the 
fire. We asked the white boys if 
they got any time off from work 
for fire fighting. They told us that 
they got two days off for every 
night they fought fire, and one 
day off for every day they fought 
fire. 
-"We Negro boys had gone 24 
hours without any sleep—which 
inclided the time that we had 
been fighting the fire, and we got 
no time off. 

The next morning they pulled 
us out to go to work just the 
same. Some of the boys protested 
against this. One of them spoke 
to thé superintendent of forestry 
‘about our getting time off. 

He said: 
get any time off. Get on 
truck and go to work!”

He was unable, howeyer, 
to convince the other boys that 
this was the best method, and so 
we decided to play sick. Twenty- 
four of the boys agreed to do this.

When we told the project fote- 
man that we were sick and would 
not work he gave us a long lec- 
ture about the dear old Constitu- 
tion, and what a swell guy Roose- 
velt is, and how we shouldn't bite 
the hand that is feeding us. When 
this line didn't go over he told 
us that our actions’ constituted 
“mutiny” and that the penalty for 
this was a long prison term, and 
in case of leniency, a fine. 


Really Were Sick! 


He threatened to take us back 
to cainp for a medical examina- 
tion, and if it was found that we 
were not sick that we would be 
punished. This scated some of the 
boys, and. they said they were 
willing to go to work. But ten 
of ‘the boys stuck. These ten were 
taken back to camp for the medi- 
cal examination. Five of them 
when exatnined had temperatures 
which were from 99 to 104 de- 
grees.

Half the 
time there is hot even any light 
in the barracks, because the gov- 
érnthent won’t put out a little 
money to have the power plant 
repaired. The camp is way out 
in the country, far from any 
ftown; and the boys have ho 
place to-go on the day they are 
off.

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QF FEDERATION OF 
CULINARY CRAFTS 


By a Worker Correspondent. 


‘SAN FRANCISCO—Cooks, 
waiters, hotel-workers—the. unor- 
ganized majority of them—are at 
the mercy of the sweatshop ex- 
ploiter. They work 12 to 14 hours 
per day, mostly from 5 a.m. to 2 
p. m. and again from 5 p. m. to 
8 p. m. Seven days a week is the 
rule. 

Wages are from $12 to $30 a 
week, which makes the average 
about $21 a week for 90 hours of 
work, 

It is easy to see one reason 
why we have so much unemploy- 
ment. The hotel and restaurant 
business is the fourth largest in- 
dustry;*°and at the prices they 
charge they can well afford an 
honest day’s pay for an honest 
day’s work. Eight hours a day 
should be enough work for any- 
body. 

However, it is a cozy matter 
for the bosses to send to an em- 
ployment agency where the work- 
ers are defrauded of their money, 
in the féilowing manner. The law 
is explicit enough, stating no job 
shall be deemed steady unless last- 
ing 90 days or more. The law is 
avoided by stating the job is to 
last indefinitely. In this way the 
agency sells jobs lasting seven to 
15 days as “steady jobs,” charg- 
ing the full fe, $5 to $15. This 
ca be proven from their—own 
books. 

It is known to the State Labor 
Commission, which will do noth- 
ing the full fee, $5 to $15. This 
ion No. 44 can do nothing but sit 
and wait. 

The only possible relief would 
be a militant industrial union of 
their own. Or how about a “mari- 
time federation” of all hotel and 
restaurant workers?

BIOGRAPHY OFA NATIVE-BORN SPANISH WORKER

up in the coal mining area of New 
Mexico, 


: When the smoke cleared away 
from the deputies’ guns in Gal- 
lup, April 4, 1935, two men were 
dead and a third dying. Half a 
dozen more were wounded. Sher- 
iff M. R. Carmichael had been 
slain by the bullets of his own 
deputies, blinded by teargas blown 
back from their own bombs. Solo- 
mon Esquibel, unemployed miner, 
was fatally wounded. Ignacio Va- 
erdo, ex-serviceman, also an un- 
employed coal-digger, was dead. 

There have been no prose- 
cutions for the murder of the 
two miners. But ten union mien, 
strike-leaders, were charged with 
the killing of Carmichael, under 
an ancient territorial statute 
which provides the death pen- 
alty for any person present at 
the killing of a law officer. 


Valerde, brother of Ignacio. Lean- 
dro Valerde was born in 1892 in 
Monticello, Sierra County, N. M. 
His parents were Spanish-speaking 
natives of that state. 


One Eye Blinded. 

His first job, aside from helping 
with ranch work, was at the age 
of 12, in a livery stable at San 
Marcial, N. M.,~at 50 cents a day. 
He continued mostly at ranch work 
untill he was 18, when he worked 
in the Santa Fe railroad shops at 
San Marcial. 


j.eandro’s eyesight is seriously 
defective—has been from birth, 
so that he could never attend 


school and cannot read nor write. 
Worse, in the railroad shops one 
eye was blinded by a steel splinter. 
He lost eight days’ work, got no 
because, he says, 
“we had no organization or strong 
union to help us for 
pensation’—his first realization of 
the need for labor organization. 
In 1914 he to Kelly, N. 
M., near Magdalena, and got 
first mining job, as a mucker and 
trammer for the rmpire Zinc com- 
These (quarts-metal) mines

He went to Gallup in 1917 and 
vot a job trucking coal (with 


horses) for a small ‘“wagon-mine.” 
Then he became a_ tippleman, 
coupler, and timber-loader for the 
Navajo mine of the Gallup-Aineri- 
can Coal Company. 


In 1922 the Gallup field was or- 


"mines, 


ganized by. the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, but Leandro did 
not belong. However, he refused 
to scab. As soon as the general 
Strike broke out, the company 
offered him inside work, but” he 
preferred to quit work rather than 
take the job of his union brothers. 
After the strike he worked for the 
Mutual mines as a trucker. This 
‘was followed by four years as a 


section hand for the Santa Fe 
railrcad. Then he obtained state 
highway work and city street 
work in Gallup for about four 


years more. 

The winter of 1931-32 found him 
jobless, and he had to accept work 

a sheepherder at no pay other 
than a few groceries for his fam- 
ily. It was a winter of terrible 
snows, when army planes dropped 
food on the Indian reservations 


to keep thousands: from starving. 


But Leandro Valerde pulled thru, 


‘though dozens of shepherds and 
‘thousands of sheep were lost. 
One of these ten Was Leandro} — 


Joined Union. 


During the 1933 coal strike in 


Gallup, Valerde, as an unemployed 
‘miner, joined the National Miners 


Union. 

He was several times on the 
picket line, but had to spend most 
dbf the time working on a ranch 
at small pay. In the~ winter he 


Fgot CWA work, later FERA work, 


and participated in the successful 
FERA strike of the summer of 
1934. Having tried in vain many 
times. to get work in the coal 
he was on relief up to the 
time of his.arrest in April, 1935. 

Valerde was one of the first to 
join the Chihuahuita Home Own- 
ers’ Association—a protective or- 
ganization of workers who were 
being mulcted by State Senator 
Vogel, who claimed title to Jand 
on which most of the unemployed 
nuner§ of Gallup had built their 
homes, basing themselyes 
squatters’ rights—valid in 
Mexico,

Valerde was the first Chihuahuit- 
an to receive an eviction notice. 
(Victor Campos was the first ac- 
tually evicted). He immediately 
appealed the case. Before the ap- 
peat was heard, the April + sloot- 


Leandre has been 
unable to make any payments, 
but his family has not been mo- 
lested.

SOVIET FARMING METHODS 
WILL LEAVE CANADA 
IN THE LURCH 


By C. Campbell, 
Federated Press. 
OTTAWA, Can.—"'‘My impres- 
sion, amounting to a conviction, is 
that Russia within five years will 
be in a position, if it desires, to 
flood the world market with wheat, 
and good wheat, at a price no 

other country can touch.” 

So, after a visit to Russia, 
Miss Cora Hind, famous agricul- 
tural editor of The Winnipeg i‘ree 
Press, whose estimates of the Ua 
nadian wheat crop have frequently 
been more accurate than those o 
government officials. 

Her ‘general impression was that 
the Russians were going some- 
where jn a hurry and that they 
knew where they were goirg— 
which is more than people of some 
other countries do. 

She saw some “sloven-looking” 
farms, state and collective, “slev- 
enly operated.” But she saw other 
state. and collective farms which 
were operated with evident ef- 
ficiency. 

Miss Hind urged the Canadian 
government to send a commis- 
sion to Russia to study agricul- 
tural developments there, “lest 
Canada be Ieft in the lurch.” ‘she 
was greatly impressed by the Sov- 
iet Agricultural Research Instt- 
tute. “The work accomplished is 
absolutely incredible unless scien- 
tists. work 20 hours a day,” she 
said. 

Stepping ahead of Dakota cul- 
tural experiments, the Soviet 
scientists have bred a_ perennial 
wheat by crossing with certain 
grasses—whieat that grows peren- 
nially like grass. This hybrid plant 
produces only thin ears of wheat, 
and the only ‘claim made for it 
is that it may become important 
for cattle fodder. Whether fur- 
ther culture will result in a peren-

BLACK DEATH IN CALIF. 
(A Series of Three Articles.) 
I. . 


“Tn the hills and mountains of 
California there resides a constant 
menace to the lives of the Ameri- 
can people. the Black Death! 


From Los Angeles County, 
throughout. the state on up into 
Modoe County, Ore. and Mon- 
tana, the ground-squirrels are 
heavily infected with this terrible 
and dangerous disease; and_ it 
may spread at any time to 
country’s large cities, killing hun- 
dreds of thousands of workers. 

The Black Plague, more scien- 
tically called the bubonic plague, 
is a disease which assumes two 
forms: the bubonic type and the 
pneumonia type. The bubonic type 
results in swelling of the ex- 
ternal lymph-glands and a general 


poisoning of the system with the 
plague germ and its products. 
Around 50 per cent of all those 
coming down with this variety of 


the disease die. 

This fearful disease is the same 
that visited the entire known world 
‘nany times during ancient times 
and the middle aves, each time 
killing huge sections of the pop- 
ulation and disrupting all civilized 
life over periods of centuries. The 
Great Plague of the 14th Century 


killed 25 million people at a time 
when Europe was thinly popu- 
lated. About half the entire pop- 
ulation of England died) during 
this epidemic. 

At the present time there are 
several places throucheut the 
world where certain wild animals 
ire constantly infected with the 


plague germ. One of these places 
ts California, where the ‘vround- 
squirrels are infected. From time 
:o time, the disease spreads from 
such wild animals to the city rats, 
he germs being carried by fleas 
from animal to animal, usually in 
the outskirts of a city, where the
